— Favorites were Imwled 
over in every rail- at the Tampa Day track this aft- 
iTiMsiii. but their defeats did not prove es|ie<'iall.v 
C iStlj' to the public. iM-eause the stingy prices <|uotisl 
wen' iHd suftieieiilly tempting. «»n the contrary, the 
short otbls laid against iht' favorites forceil backing 
for supiKisisI i-oiilemlers and n'sc.ltnl in financinl 
iM'iiefit t<i tbe public. Kllanetti', a sha|H'ly filly by 
Allan a-Dale out of FiHindling. owned by AV." 11. 
Fixer, was ridden to defeat in the om'iier li.v JiK-key 
Aliaintain. wIhi ns'enty iJdaini'd a lici'use from the 
Southern Jis-key Cluli to ride the Fixer horses. El- 
lanette oiM'insI at 3 to 1. but iK'rsisleiit backing 
fons'il the mills down to 1 to 3. She was prominent 
throiigbiHit. but faib'il to Is'at Golden Ruby, which 
wiai in i-oinmauding fashion. Another first-time 
starter at iHlds-oii to go ilowii to defeat was Eliza- 
iM'than. wliiih Xi'i-klet b'll to the finish in the second 
race.

HEARINGS BEGUN ON MILLER BILL. 

Canadian Live Stock Commisaioncr Speaks for Thor- 
oughbred and Advocates Pari-Mutuel Betting. 

Ottawa, Out., .Tanuar.v 1ft.— Tlie sikH'Ial committee 
of {larlianient on 11. H. Miller's anti-lH'tting bill 
iK'gan hearing eviib-ius' yesterday, when iNumsel ap- 
peared for seven iiarlii“s interested in the nn'ftsure. 
W. E. Raney appi'ared in siip|Hirt of the bill; L. (1. 
Mcf'arlby for the Ontario Jockey t'lub; F. Merislith 
and Ainie Gcofrion for the Montreal Jia-key t'lub; 
J. L. t'oursell for the Ilainilloii JiH'key tlub; Jolin 
-Moss for the Thoroughlired BriHslers’ AssiK-iation; 
G. Powell for the British Columbia Tlioronghbri'il 
.Association, ami C. .V. Wilson, M. P., for the Mon- 
treal Driving Association, though not as counsel. 
'Hie WinniiHg JiK-key (3uii will also bt' represi'Utisl 
by counsel. Right at the outset there wtis an argu- 
ment as to who sliould get ii hearing first. Mr. 
Raney had asked iK'rinission to call certain wit- 
nessi's and have their Insiks priMliici'd. F. D. Monk 
insisti'il. however, lliat Mr. Raney should first pro- 
diiei' witnesses in defense of the bill, and so he 
conseiitisl. But to this Mr. Alct’arth.v, for the On- 
tario JiM-key ('lull, objecteil as ihis would give Mr. 
Raney •'the coiidiiet of the case.” So at the reiiuest 
of Chairman .Miller, Mr. Raney stated how he pro 
IHisi'il to priHS'ed. 

Dr. Rutherford, veterinary director-general and 
live stiM-k commissioner of Canada, was first called 
and testified that the thoriHighbri'd was the basis of 
all liglit horse-br»'('ding. Euro|r.'au governments, he 
.-iaid, iHiught thoroughbretls with which to breed 
horst*s for military purposes. Russia and Geriuany 
had paid as higli as ^Bio.tklO for a single horsi'. 
while France had paid $185,01X1. In England the 
same object had Iss'ii attained by private enterprise 
thriHigli the fostering of racing through ci'iituries by 
the crown. During the South African war, he went 
on. the British remount olticers had lieen much dis- 
apiKiinted in the ipiality of Canadian horses. “We 
raise,” he said, "many useless uondescripts owing 
to lack of attention to brei'ding.i’ 

“What do you say as to the influence of racing 
on the thoroughbred horse■^” uskt'd Mr. AIoss. 

“You cannot have the thoroughbred Imrse as he is 
toda.v without racing.” replied Dr. Rutherford. 

“I'nU'ss he is snbniitti'd to keen competition, the 
thoroughbred wimid lose his spi't'd, his courage, that 
nameless something which we call ‘quality.’ ” 
Committi*enian McCall askinl if lietting was neces- 
sar.v to the i-onduct of a race meeting. 

“I think,” was the reply, “if fieople were not al- 
lowisl to make their Is'ts, the attendance would fall 
off.” 

“Do yiMi think iHiokiuaking necessary to racing?” 
questiofied Mr. Raney. 

Dr. Rutherford — “Well, no. Not iKiokniaking. lint 
some form of Is'tting. The iiari-mutuel has bei'ii 
sui-cessful in France.” 

Mr. Miller — “,\s a matter of fact, are many thor- 
oughbriMls useil in breeding horses in Canada?” 

Dr. Rutherford — "Xot as much as they should lie.” 
“The majority of racing horses are iniport«*d 
“A fair sprinkling of horses at Montreal and other 
tracks are Canadian breil.” 

"The iKiint 1 wish to make.” said Mr. Miller, “is 
that racing has bis'n in progress sinci' IStX). and 
there has not ln't*u much improvement in breeding.” 
“You could not ex|iect it,” was the repl.v. “Three, 
four or five horses usi'il to form a luei'ting.” 

To Mr. McCarth.v Dr. Rutherford statml that ther-' 
had iK'i'n much improvement in the linn'll ing of 
horses in the last twent.v years, but not as much as 
he thought then* should lie. 

In reply to .Mr. McCall, Dr. Rutherford gave the 
French “pari-mutuel” as his rennnly for conditions 
to which olijin-tlon is made in certain quarters. 

Dr. Quinn of Brampton, bn*eder of horses, con- 
firmed Dr. Rutherford’s view as to the necessity of 
thoroughbred sires in hreinling. 



PIMLICO DATES FORMALLY APPLIED FOR. 

New York. January 1ft. — Secretar.v W- P. Riggs of 
the Alar.vland JiK-key Club was a visitor at the 
Jockey Club .vesterda.v and made a formal applica- 
tion to the Jocke.v Club stewards for olticial sanc- 
tion for a spring meeting at Piinlieo lieginning April 
30 and ending on .May S. lie said that Pimiico did 
not care to opi'u at an earlier date becausi' the 
wishes of Baltimoreans had to lie consldereil and 
the track ilsi'lf, which is made of clay, would uot 
Im' fit for racing until almut the middle of the month. 
Such dates do not fit in with the tentative schedule 
for the Xew York spring meetings previiaisly dis- 
ciissial. They left a gap of thri*e o|ien days lH*twe«n 
the closing at Pimlico and the oiM'iiing at .Aquedu.'t. 
and it is a surt' thing that there will be no gain 
It is a known fact that the Xew York cliilis would 
all appriH'iate an earlier ois'iiiiig, and April l.'i. the 
li'gal o|H'iiing of racing in Xew York State, is tlie 
day that is most desired to liegin the season of IftlO. 
That is uot |iossible without a conflh't with Pirn 
lico. and Pri'sident Phil .7. Dwyer of the Brookl.vn 
Jockey Club and the Qui'i'us County Jocke.v Club has 
alread.v said that unless Pimlico ciKild lie iuduci'il 
to take earlier time there would lie no racing alsiiit 
Xew York in the spring either at Aqueduct or Ja- 
maica. 

Should the pnsliction of Air. Dwyer iirove correct 
the racing seas<m in Xew York will Is'gin May ft, 
and with such a start the Jockey Club will find' the 
time ail tmi short to satisfy the demands of the 
different associations. 

•Making riaim for a meeting at Brighton Beach is 
when* the chief difficulty is had. and the present 
status of the Brighton Association is such that un- 
less a harmonious arrangement is made it ma.v take 
its own racing time, irrespective of the desires of 
the Joi'key Ciub. 

Whether or not the Brighton Association would 
follow such a course, the question of dates at this 
time is one that will take mau.v conferenis's to prop- 
erly arrange to the satisfaction of the clulis that are 
in the field for racing dates.
